He said last night he realized 
the bill stands no chance of 
passage in the closing days of 
the present session. But he said 
“its presentation now will serve 
te stimulate additional thought 
by members of Congress in the 
eoming months so that it can 
be passed” next year. 

He said the bill was prompted, 
in part, by the recent report of 
the Wright Commission which 
made an intensive study of the 
Government's loyalty - security 
program for federal employes. 

Under Walter’s bill, anyone 
who “knowingly and willfully” 
became a member of the Com- 
munist party would be liable to 
a maximum penalty of a $10,- 
000 fine and 10 years in prison.

Protect FBI files in an effort 
to offset the recent Supreme 
Court decision opening FBI re- 
ports of Government witnesses 
to defendants in .certain crim- 
inal cases.

Things May Be Reformed, 
but Never the Gospel.

and fat, shiny innertubes floated with their human cargo from 
bank to bank. There were waterfights and shouts and dunkings 
and splashings. But, above all, there was laughter. 


Yes, it was like any other 
wading pool on a hot summer 
afternoon, Until you looked 
at the poolside. And there in 
the sun, waiting for their young 
were the wheel- 


But for a brief moment, the 
wheelchairs and the crutches 
and the braces could be left 
behind; for a brief moment, for- 
gotten. Too soon, they would 
be remembered again. 

In the shallow pool, playing 
under the never-straying gaze 
of their counselors, were young 
participants in Missouri's first 
daytime camp for severely han- 
dicapped children, and one of 
the few in the country. Among 
them were paraplegics, victims 
of brain age or cerebral 
palsy. There was one double 
amputee, born without legs. 

But the handicaps which slow 
their steps or thicken their 
words, which chain them to 
wheelchairs or braces or 
crutches, have not robbed them 
of the fun of going to camp in 
the summertime. 

Like girls and boys in other 
camps, they swim and play 
games and sing funny songs and 
go to craft shop. They fish and 
relax and tease the counselors 
and have a little K.P. duty. They 
can't play baseball, but they can 
play croquet. They can’t play 
dodgeball, but they can toss the 
ball back and forth to one an- 
other. They can’t take a 10-mile 
hike, but some of them can 
walk slowly down a shady path 
and mark a trail. 

The camp, located on a 38- 
acre tract near Weldon Spring, 
was established this summer by 
the St. Louis Society for Crip- 
pled Children, with a $25,000 
grant from Mrs. Jeanette Win- 
degger, 4615 Lindell boulevard, 
one of the Society’s volunteer 
workers. It will continue 
through the month of August, 

“The Society has been send- 
ing between 70 and 100 children 
to camp every summer,” said 
John H. Kniest, executive di- 
rector, “but this is our first 
experience in developing a spe- 
cialized camping program for 
the severely handicapped. 

“Our first efforts, which date 
back. to 1934, were directed at 
helping to integrate some of

“The Society selected the first 
campers in order to gain experi- 
ence in determining to what ex- 
tent children with severe disa- 
bilities and with different de- 
grees of disability could be in- 
tegrated into a program de- 
signed for all children, able- 
bodied and disabled alike.

Only one wheelchair is trans- 
ported on the bus, for a young 
patient who must remain in her 
chair all the time. The rest 
leave their chairs at the Socie- 
ty’s headquarters, but other 
chairs are waiting for them at 
the camp when they are lifted 
from the bus. Of the 22 camp- 
ers this summer, nearly half of 
the group spend all or most of 
their time in wheelchairs. 

But, even so, they rol] them-
